MARINE DIBASTER.

Wreck of the Barque 0. B Hamilton™
on Point Judith—The Orew Saved-The
Vessol a Total Loss,

The barque ¢. B, Hamidon, which suilel rom
this port on Saturday, Decembor 22, went
f«hore on Polnt Judith, Rhode Island, at about
balf-past 4 o’clock, on the morning of the 24th,
and will prove, it is feared, a total loss. The
veesel wae  under the command of Captun
Sheppard, and was bound for Portland, Muine,
in ballast,

The ship experienced good salling weather,

and up to the timeof her striking no fears were
| felt s regarded her course and position. The
wind was blowing (reshly from @ point nearly
due west, and was what & mariner calls .a good
stiff breeze,” with oothing of violence in i1,
although the sky was hazy, and the uir cold.§

At the time of grounding the barque was
druwing seven feel of water, and first struck
| about two hundred yavds from the shore. Every

endeavor was mude at ouce tugﬁt the vessel off,
| but she kept thnmping and drifting on to

within Jess than a hundred yard< of the shore,
wlhen she swung around and became utierly
upmanngent le,

The ship carried but one boat, which was lm-
medintely Jowersd with a view to saving tho
lives of tnose on board, but this, belpg swung

of 1he strong current which gets uround Point
Judith and the wind which dashed it aguinst
| tur ship., By this time the attention ol some
persons on shore had been atfracted, aud with
commendable promptitude these Individuals
Lrought a boat on & wagon [rom a place about
bhatf o mtle distaht,

. Some difficully was experienced in lanuehing
| this boat, wheo one of tne officers of the barque,

P:. curing an empty beef barrel, fastened a line
| to it, and, upon being thrown overboard, it
! dri‘ted asbore. The rope woe then secured to
| the boat, and the latter was dra ¥n to the vessel

by the erew, who embarked in it and made (helr

way safely to the mainland, having remained on
bourd the barque upwards ol five hours afier she
tiis® struck.
Io this locality thero are comparatively few
habitations, and the rescued crew found some
| diriienlty in obtaining shelter and refreshments,
{ the iubabitants bemng evidently foclined to
pLont, i yosmible, by the nnsflortunos and noooe.
sitirs of the shipwrecked muariners; and one
individual, who occup'es n residence on *‘the
Point,” and is reputed s wealdhy man, failed
to offer as much as & cup of cotlee Lo the dis-
tressed crew,

The Captain wenut on to Portland to confer
with the owners of the barque, and the ship's
company arrived in this city on Monday even-
ing on the gteamer Commodore, from Stoning-
ton.

Egeleston, ol Ohio, had  long Interview with
the President to-day. He spenty more than an
hour in conversation with bim on gensral mat-
ters, reconetruction among the rest.
After tulking of the resulls ol the lale elec-
tions, Mr. Eggleston asked the President i he
| did uol think it would have been better far him
| to have surrendered his views aud ooinions in
pfavor of the popular verdiels in October and
November, and not to have pressed his polios
in his last Message, :

The Pie went replied to this thut he did not
think he had shown a forther opposition 1o Lthe
porular yerdict than !'nm'\sl{I to express his
opinions to Congress on what he thoaught would
but conduce to the wellare of the country.
He thougkt the radical party had made a great
mistake in #pending 80 much Lme as llw‘y did
lust session ll;eforp announcing upon what terme
they would agree to readmit the Soulhoern
Stuies, and what great damage (o the public
weliare had been the result of this delay, and
now that Congress had passed the amendment,
anid it was anbout to become part of the Constitu-
tion, he could see no guaran ee that the Southern
stutes would be ndmitted, even after the ratit-
eut on had been fully accomplished,

Mr. Egglesion replied to this that there was
an implied guarantee in the speedy admission
o' Tennessee after the Leglslature had ratlded
the Amendment, aud he thought the party with
wh ch he noted would be pearly a unit on the
adnsslon of other of the lute States, a= soon as
they had complied with the conditiond exacied
| {row Tennessee.

The President said be hoped this would prove
o he true, but he feared there would be strovg
| oymwllunh to such a policy from the extreme
radicals,

Mr. Egglesion sald he felt little doubt on the
subject, There might be some opposition trom
Sumper aud Stevens, but it was & good charae-
te ristic of Stevens that if he couldn't get what
I wanted, he would take the best he could get,

“Yes," eald the Presidens, “‘that's true of Ste-
vens, and | alwaysliked him for it, A pwactical

hope that the South would be admitted to vepre-
